Diet and Human Evolution: 
From Foraging to Fast Foods 


Sunday, February 9, 1986 
9:30 a.m. - 5:00 p.m. 
Zellerbach Hall, U.C. Berkeley 


The L.S.B. Leakey Foundation, in cooperation 
with the California Academy of Sciences and 
the University of California, Berkeley, will 
present a symposium on the links between 
the diet of our ancient ancestors and our 
dietary habits today. Biologically and 
genetically our physiology is similar to 
primates and to our forebearers of 100,000 
years ago, but our modern eating habits are 
very different. While ancient man evolved a 
taste for ripe fruits, berries and tubers; today’s 
man craves refined sugar. Ancient man had to 
augment his virtually fat-free diet of wild 
game with hard-to-obtain fat; now about 40% 
of our diet is fat. What are the implications of 
imposing a fast-food diet on a ‘“‘foraging’’ 
physiology? The topic of diet cannot be 
isolated from man’s way of life — which 
includes the male’s role, women’s work, 
birth-spacing, weaning, settlement patterns, 
adjustment to the seasons, and ‘‘adaptation”’ 
in the broadest sense. This symposium will 
focus on some of the important social and 
ecological ramifications of nutrition.

Peru: A Land of Contrasts 


The borders of Peru encompass deserts drier 
than the Sahara, mountain peaks rising to 
20,000 feet perpetually bound in ice, and 
steaming jungles drained by the waters of the 
Amazon. This is also a land where the past 
mingles with the present — where the Inca civil- 
ization, although brought to its knees by the 
Spanish conquistadors, still has a strong in- 
fluence on Peruvian life. The Uros Indians, a 
tribe who build and live on floating reed islands 
on Lake Titicaca; the spectacular lines on the 
plains of Nazca; the monumental Inca ruins of 
Cuzco and the Urubamba Valley will be dis- 
cussed in this slide lecture. Members will 
experience a visual journey along the Inca Trail 
to Machu Picchu — the most mysterious and 
spectacular of all Inca ruins. 


Dr. Affolter, who is the Curator of the Botanical 
Gardens of the University of California, 
Berkeley, will also discuss the agricultural 
practices of the Incas and modern Peruvians 
and detail the plants of the Amazonian region 
that are of special economic interest today. 


Many of the slides in Dr. Affolter’s presentation 
were taken by his wife, Cathy Pringle, who is the 
principal contributor to the exhibit ““Under the 
Canopy’ now on display in Cowell Hall Gallery.
